At least eight other clubs 
are vying for the four Victor- 
ian vacancies in the 24-team, 
regionalised NSL — Croatia, 
Juventus, Ajax, Sunshine- 
George Cross, Croydon, Mor- 
well Falcons, Northcote City 
and Polonia. 

Fawkner and Second Divi- 
sion club Thomastown both 
gre supported by the Italian 
Community of the northern 
suburbs. NSL officials have 
urged clubs with similar iden- 
tities to strengthen their NSL 
claims by amalgamating. 

It was proposed that Faw- 
kner's ground, Smith Reserve 
in Jukes Road, would be used 
for senior games, and Thomas- 
town’s ground in Partridge 
Street would be used for the 15 
junior teams run by the two 
clubs. 

Thomastown, coached by 
former Heidelberg-Alexander 
and Footscray JUST star Jim 
Kriaris, has been promoted 
five times in the past 12 years 
and is one of the most strong- 
ly-supported teams in the 56- 
club Metropolitan League. 

Fawkner, only one point out- 
side the top four in its first 
State League season, is coach- 
ed by former JUST boss Cedo 
Cirkovic and boasts former nsl 
stars Jim Kondarios, Joe Pa- 
linkas, Andy Bozikas and 
Bruno Cozzella, as well as star 
striker lan Tuffield. 

Mr Iacobucci predicted that 
NSL games between Fawkner- 
‘Thomastown and Juventus, 
which also is expected to be 
promoted, would draw up to 
9000 people. — LAURIE 
SCHWAB 
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Automatic promotion and relegation for 
Victorian and NSW clubs will apply in the en- 
larged and regionalised National League from 


next season. 


And the ASF has made it Jegitimate for clubs to

Here's how it will work: 

e@ The team that finishes 
last among the eight Victorian 
clubs in the 12-team southern 
region will be relegated and 
replaced by the Victorian 
State League champion of that 
year. The same applies to 
NSW clubs in the northern re- 
gion. 

e Before it is promoted, the 
State League champion has to 
meet certain standards in re- 
legation to ground facilities, fi- 
nance etc. 

e if itcan’t meet these stan- 
dards, promotion will be offer- 
ed to the State League runner- 
up. 

e If the runner-up doesn’t 
meet the standards either, 
then the last-placed Victorian 
(or NSW) NSL team is not re- 
legated; 

e If, in the southern region, 
a team from Adeatlide or Bris- 
bane finishes in last place, it 
will be relegated along with 
the least successful Victorian 
team, and replaced by the 
champion team from within its 
State — provided that team 
(or the runner-up) meets the 
criteria,

Wollongong may go Italian 









Wollongong to go Italian? That's 
the tip up iHeawarra way and if it’s 
correct you can expect to see a 
stronger, better-supported Wol- 
longong in the 1984 NSL. 


Wollongong may be on the threshold of 
clinching a huge, three-year sponsorship deal with 
Italian interests, which would place the club on 
the firmest financial footing it has enjoyed since 
joining the NSL for the 198) season. 


Recent rumors suggested that Wollongong was 
about to fold due to a serious cash flow problem 
but chairman, Laurie Kelly, speaker of the NSW 
Legislative Assembly, says: “We'll be there when 
the whips are cracking. No doubt about that.” 


Kelly says that Wollongong is almost certain to 
use Wollongong Showgrounds as its home base 
next season. The club moved to Ziems Park earl- 
ier this year, a bad move according to Kelly.

“Our strong ethnic support in the south of Wol- 
longong wouldn’t travel to Ziems Park in the 
north, mainly because ef a transport problem. 
You could get directly to the Showgrounds by 
public transport but not to Ziems Park,’’ said 
Kelly. 


Wollongong’s move to Ziems Park was part of 
its sponsorship deal with the Corrimal Leagues 
club, but Wollongong hasn’t received its monthly 
sponsorship cheque since March this year. 


That hasn’t helped Wollongong’s cash flow 
problem, exaggerated by match postponements 
and inclement weather. Earlier this season, Wol- 
longong went through a nine-week stretch with 
just one home game from which to raise revenue. 


Just over $80,000 has been paid out so far in 
wages, while Wollongong has incurred expenses in 
excess of $150,000 this year. Kelly is sticking by 
his claim that all players eventually will be paid 
up fully. 


The local media was at a club luncheon last 
week and a citizens’ luncheon will be held on Octo- 
ber 14, costing guests $50 a head. Wollongong’s 
annual ball, a successful revenue source in the 
past, will be held on October 28. 


Already, tickets for the club’s Qantas promo- 
tion, a huge raffle, are selling so well that another 
6000 have had to be printed. 


And Kelly welcomes the move to regionalise the 
NSL next year. He says that Wollongong will be 


greatly advantaged by concentrating on com- 


petition with Sydney clubs. 


“Wollongong has been competing with Sydney 
clubs for over 100 years. We've always been a part 
of the Sydney scene and we'd benefit from gaining 
continuity of support by playing in a league com- 
posed solely of NSW clubs. Supporters will follow 
us to Sydney, especially when we play Marconi 
land APIA-Leichhardt, because we've got a strong 
Italian community in Wollongong.”’

Tansey was transfer listed by 
Heidelberg late last year and 
less than nine months later he 
finds himself coaching the 
club. He’s only taken on the 
job till the end of the season 
and if a new coach is appointed 
for next year, he'll be Heidel- 
berg’s fourth coach in a year, 
after Len McKendry, Ken 
Morton and Tansey. 


No to Ajax 


When Tansey was transfer 
listed by Heidelberg last No- 
vember he was approached by 
Green Gully and sounded out 
over that club’s coaching job. 
Tansey however, reasoned 
that he had years ahead of him 
as a coach and a far shorter 
time left as a player. He’s 
always enjoyed his game and 
he was determined to show 
everyone that he could come 
back after major surgery to 
reconstruct a badly injured 
knee. And he’s proved his 
point, albeit after another 
serious setback — a broken 
arm — incurred earlier this 
year. 


Tansey still is one of the 
finest left backs in Australian 
soccer. He made 42 appear- 
ances for the Australian 
national team, 20 in full inter- 
nationals, over a five year 
period. He was proclaimed the 
greatest player in Victorian 
soccer in 1976 by winning the 
Rothmans Medal and Bill Fle- 
ming Medal. 


He came to Australia in the 
1970's from his native Eng- 
land, to join Slavia, then in the 
Victorian State League, and he 
joined Heidelberg in 1977, the 


Within a week of one anoth- 
er, two NSL coaches, Simon 
Kistemaker of Lions and Tommy 
Docherty of Olympic announced 
that they would return to Eu- 
rope. 

Although direct quotes in the Press are not 
always entirely reliable, mainly due to the largs 
number of untrained part-time “reporters” and stri- 
ngers, the gist of the announcements was this: 
Australian soccer was a disappointment to this 
Dutch and this Scottish coach. 

And that's not entirely surprising; it's a bit of a 
disappointment also for many others — fans, play- 
ers, officials and journalists, too. 

Alas, we have leamed to liva with this dis- 
appointment. We are sort of resigned. to our fate, 
accepting the many setbacks and rejoicing even at 
the modicum of joys the game provides. 

What Kistemaker and Docherty have said or 
have meant to say was that Australian soccer — 
pro soccer that is, not to be confused with the joy- 
ous, uninhibited romp of tens of thousands of 
juniors — Is small time and never will be big time. 

Now both maastros feel that they must return to 
the hub of soccer, Europe — Kistemaker to Bel- 
gium, Docherty maybe to Norway — where the 
game is part of the way of life. 

- {f soccer were to be the solitary reason for my 
living in this country, | would join them, Indeed, so 
would tens of thousands of others; you'd need to 
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book all the ships of the Cunard Line to ferry us to 
Europe or South America. 

But we aren't going. | have not yet met anybody 
who has come to live in Australia because of its 
thriving soccer culture. 

| would probably consider leaving if the country 
was turned into a military dictatorship, if it became 
a plaything of some maniacs like Amin Castro or 
Marcos. : 

The mere fact that our star players have faulty 
ball contro! may sadden me but won't induce me to 
leave. 

Of course, Kistemakers and Docherty are soccer 
coaches who came here to ear their living from 
soccer; to be brutally frank, carpetbeggars, con- 
descending to mix it with the colonials for a while. 

And when the circumstances have soured for 
them, they have decided to do the only logical 
thing — leave. 

So have many others before tham in thelr 
profession: Jim Kelly, Joe Venglos, Tiko Jeli- 
savcic, Brian Green, Jimmy Shoulder (who 
later came back again) and Rudi Gutendorf. 

Soccer lured them here -— and then back to Eu- 
rope. Kistemaker and Docherty will only follow the 
pattern. 

What did hurt many people in. the game was the 
prognosis by Kistemaker and Docherty that soccer 
would never be a national sport here. 

And it won't, either, Kistemaker and Docherty 
feel frae to express such views, even with their 
limited knowledge of the terrain. Others who know 
the conditions much more intimately would rather 


go to a torture chamber than admit to such heresy. 
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Actually, | sympathise with both coaches. They 
took on some Herculean tasks which clearly ex- 
ceeded their ego and also capabilities. 


Brisbane Lions, lacking a populous bass, never 
have succeeded in attracting sizeable crowds and 
are quite unlikely to do so in the future 


Their clever, highly business-oriented manage- 
ments have built a prosperous club with numerous 
investments and valuable properties; they. have 
become a commercial success, even a thriving cor- 
poration. 


But neither the handful of Dutch migrants 
nor the Grisbane folks at large could be in- 
duced to go to watch thelr team play. 


This fact alone must have despaired Kistamaker 
sufficiently to opt for a return to Europe and take 
on any team in almost any city just so long as the 
locals show an avid interest in soccer. 


Docherty’s case is vastly different. He is the 
latest victim of the Pan Hellenic-Olympic syndro- 
me, a chronic condition commonly expressed 
through excessive salivation of the fans. 


A string of other coaches have tried and failed to 
make something of this club’s awesome potential: 
Joe Viasits, Julius Polgar, Rale Rasic, Doug Collins 
and several! others In between. 


Most left on bad terms, Almost all copped 
one form of abuse or another from a minority 
group of fans who, amazingly enough, keep 
replenishing thelr own ranks over the gener- 





Tommy Docherty’s departure from the 
coaching helm at Sydney Olympic last week 
enhanced our soccer jargon. Docherty wasn’t 
sacked, didn’t resign, didn’t merely part com- 
pany with Olympic, but according to club 
president Jim Petinellis, the flamboyant Scot 
was ‘‘released’’. 


Not exactly the most flatte- 
ring choice of adjectives, but 
appropriate in the light of 
recent events which suggested 
that Docherty perhaps felt 
trapped by a handful of idiotic 
supporters which the Greek- 
sponsored club hopes to ba- 
nish. Olympic will display pic- 
tures of the alleged miscreants 
around its home ground, in an 
attempt to have them recog- 
nised at the gates and barred 
from entry. 


Docherty was reputed to be 
earning close to $1,000 a week 
with Olympic and it has been 
rumored that he received 
about $6,000 in compensation 
for the early end to his con- 
tract which was due to expire 
later this year. 


Docherty said that he and 
the Olympic players were 
spat on and had fruit thrown at 
them after tosing 3-0 at home 
to Brisbane City two weeks 
ago. 


“It only is about 150 or 200 
madmen who cause the 
trouble,’ said Docherty.

Schaefer a former ‘‘Soccer Action” colurh- 
nist made 72 appearances for Australia be- 
tween 1967 and 1974, scoring one goal. He 
played in 49 full internationals. 

A slippery pitch at the Cong ‘Hoa stadium in 
Saigon in 1967 gave Schaefer the chance to 
make his first appearance for Australia. Vic- 
teria’s Frank Micic of Footscray J.U.S.T. 
piayed at right half in that game against New 
Zealand but after a while it was evident that 
Micic could not handle the wet conditions. So 
coach Joe Vlasits sent Schaefer into the fray. 

Built like a tank, Schaefer looked capable of 
handling any conditions — and he did! He 
played a memorable match in the Saigon slush , 
and remained a permanent fixture in the Aus- 
tralian team until he retired after the 1974 
World Cup finals. 

Rugged and indestructible, Schaefer was 
known as the ‘Iron Man” to the porary

A fitness fanatic, Schaefer temporarily 
dropped out of international soccer in 197] be- 
cause of work pressures and it was during the

years earlier. 

“Be first and be strong”’ — that was Schae- 
fer’s advice to all would-be soccer players and 
he certainly lived up to those words. Who will 
forget the way he crushed the Wolverhampton 
Wanderers attack in Melbourne, or the extra- 
ordinary game he had against Israel in Sydney 
in 1969, or what he did to a poor Iraki player in 
Melbourne in 1972? 

The highli ight ht of Schaefer’s career was play- 
ing against West Germany and marking the 
great Gerd Mueller in the 1974 World Cup 
finals. He retired from the field of play on his 
return but he was back as coach of St. George 
in 1976-77. After a series of ordinary results by 
Saints, Schaefer was sacked.

South Melbourne Hellas meanwhile, will have Oscar Crino back 
after suspension against Canberra in Canberra. 

At Connor Reserve in June, Marconi twice drew level with 
Makedonia but finally lost to a penalty converted by Gary Ward. 
Ward scored two in that match, but he’s not available at the 
moment because of a leg fracture.

JUNIORS 
NEED 
LONGER 
SEASON 


By JOHN 
van HOBOKEN,

! was pleased to see my 
fatter re the proposed en- 
largement of the so-called 
National League printed in 
“Soccer Action”. | am also 
more than pleased to seo 
that in New South Wales 
there is a move to extend 
the State League to 20 
clubs, which is therefore 
completaly in line with my 
proposal to extend the 
State League in Victoria to 
78 clubs by allowing the 
present National League 
clubs to rejoin the State 
League. 

I have received many tele- 
phone calls from clubs who 
agree that the league season 
should be extended which also 
applies in particular to the 
Metropolitan League and 
junior competition. 

In my previous letter I men- 
tioned the loss of supporters 
due to the fact that the season 
at present is too short but this 
applies even more to the 
players as they are deprived 
for 6} to 7 months of com- 
petitive soccer. 

How can the young player 
remain interested in soccer 
for long if he has to look for 
other sports or activities 
during this long period? 

How can we really keep the 
junior player, to whom six or 
seven months looks like a life- 
time if he can play com- 
petitive soccer for only a short 
period of the year? 

Junior leaders will agree 
with me that during the off 
season we lose many juniors 
and it is difficult to interest 
them again once the new 
season starts, 

Boys who take the sport up 
lose interest, as only a small 
percentage of them will keep 
on playing soccer and improve 
their skills if there is no com- 
petition to be played. 

The age group from 14 to 16 
in particular needs a longer 
season to prepare them for 
senior soccer. 

To keep them interested in 
training and playing during the 
off season often proves to be 
impossible, so they start a new 
season either again in the 
junior rteam or in the reserve 
team and as a club we have to 
depend again on our old senior 
players when the season 
starts, 

I would like this to be well 
considered by coaches in par- 
ticular, and club officials 
should voice their opinion 
strongly and make sure that 
we give all our players of all 
ages and grades the oppor- 
tunity to play competitively 
for a considerably longer 
period than they do at present, 
so as to develop themselves 
over a long period as they do in 
Europe.

e If Newcastle, Wollongong or Canberra fin- 
ishes last in the northern region, it will be 
given another chance.

However, if one of them fin- 
ishes last two years in a row, it will be relega- 
ted, and applications will be called from any- 
sere within the region for a replacement 
club. 

The regionalisation plan puts Adelaide City 
Juventus, West Adelaide Hellas, Brisbane 
Lions and Brisbane City in the southern region 
along with the eight Victorian club. 

The Queensland clubs are far from happy 
with that arrangement 

The management committee of the new 
NSL will be made up of six people from the 
NSL and six from the States, plus the ASF 
president who will be committee chairman. 

The executive committee will comprise 
three from the NSL clubs, three from the 
States (including the Victorian State 
chairman and the NSW State president), plus 
a chairmen elected by the Council of Clubs. 


This gives the States joint control of the 
NSL for the first time. 

In return, the NSL will be granted voting 
rights within State Federations. 

In Victoria, the new voting structure at the 
annual meeting will be: 25 percent by the 
State League and 50 percent by the Met- 
ropolitan League. PReviously, the State 
League had 50 percent. 

The State League also will give two of its 
Board of Management positions to the NSL 
clubs. The board will comprise four from the 
State League; from the NSL, two from the 
Metropolitan League, one independent, and 
the chairman. 

The NSW delegates at last Saturday’s ASF 
meeting unexpectedly voted in favor of the 24- 
team NSL, after the NSW federation earlier 
had voted to oppose it 

NSW changed its mind after an llthhour 
meeting with the Victorian delegates, John 
Dimtsis and Vito Cilauro, who outlined the 
progress Victoria had made in its negotiations 
with the NSL 


Applications from clubs wishing to join the 
NSL close on October 1. 

They will be considered by an ASF scree- 
ning committee which also will hear recom- 
mendations from the NSL management com: 
mittee and from State federations. 

The ASF will choose the new clubs after Oc- 
tober 27. and they will be named probably at 
the NSL presentation night in early Novem- 
ber 


When four Victorian clubs join the enlarged 
NSL, at least eight vacancies will be created 
in VSF leagues. 

The NSL intends to run its own youth lea- 
gue, rather than field secondary teams in VSF 
competitions, as it does now. 


Polonia, surely won’t get any 
joy from Saturday’s Middle 
Park meeting with Melbourne 
Croatia.
